Buildings, old 
and 
new, largo and 
small, stores, shops, every imaginable 
kind of business, disappeared as tho 
fire swept onward. 
As the day wore 
on tho fire neared Jones Palls, a small 
stream that trends north and soiPh 
and divides Baltimore from that por­ 
tion of the city known as East Balti­ 
more. 
This little stream was the last 
stand. 
If tho conflagration leaped it: if by 
flying embers, or a rush of flame, the 
fire could cross and gain a foothold 
its extent could not be foretold. T r'r 
niendous efforts were made to block 
it. 
Dynamite was used freely. 
Tho 
fir© apparatus was centered and nil 
the skill of the fire fighters called Into 
play to defeat the element that had 
oaten up millions of dollars’ worth of 
property. 
And human skill and pluck 
and grit and unfaltering courage won. 
The fire wan cheeked. 
But behind It, 
lay a great gutted waste of more than 
140 acres In extent. 
Under Military Control. 
Every stroet that led to the fire area 
was crowded with awe-stricken spec­ 
tators. 
Down the narrow gulch like 
sheets the black smoke hung densely, 
split now atli! then by a rod glare o f 
flame. 
The crash of falling buildings 
was lost In the roar of exploding dyna­ 
mite, as it was used to demolish struc­ 
tures as yet untouched by fire. 
The city was under the strictest of 
military control. All around the broad 
area was stretched a cordon of sol­ 
diers, who beld up all comers at tha 
point of the bayonet. 
Police brought 
from tho neighboring cities patrolled 
the district and on every street near 
the limits of the fire area paced armed 
sentinels. 
In tho early 
hours 
tho 
army of fire fighters coped against 
overwhelming odds and when dawn 
broke the flames were raging fiercely 
along the wharves and focused about 
the groat power house of the United 
Railways company, which furnishes 
tho power for all tho stroet railways 
of tho city. Then tho flames ate their 
way with undiminished force south­ 
ward, following the lines of Jones 
Falls, and were Anally cheeked near 
the w ater's edge af. First Falls ave 
nue, In tho southeast section of tho 
city. 
Thoro 
tho 
flames 
continued 
through tho night, but only in spots 
and with diminishing fierceness. 
A dark gloom served to assist tho 
watching 
thousands 
of 
spectators, 
held behind the liner? many squares 
away, 
to 
locate 
tho 
flames. 
The 
burned area is a scene of complete de­ 
vastation. 
Numberless buildings that 
were tho pride of Baltlmoro, costly 
and statoly, were 
gutted and only 
smouldering debris or walls remain. 
The Baltimore American building, one 
of the finest, is hut smouldering debris 
save for remnants of front, and side 
walls. 
Across South 
street, where 
stood the Baltimore Sun building, only 
the pillars that. marked the front re­ 
main. 
Entire blocks Just below there 
are wiped out without, in some eases. 
a wall left, standing. 
Scene of Desolation. 
From Fayette street down Holliday 
street as far as German street there 
is no building left save the (lorn and 
Flour Exchange, at the corner of Ger­ 
man 
street. 
That 
building, 
whoso 
walls tower above the crumbling de­ 
bris of what were adjoining struc­ 
tures, was gutted aud the standing 
walls formed a cauldron, the flames 
of which burst at times through the 
windows, but could cause no furthe- 
damage. 
In numerous other wrecked 
buildings the flames played about the 
debris and threatened to weaken the 
foundations of the few walls that 
were left. 
Like a grim tower 
in 
the ruins 
stands the walls of the 15-story Con­ 
tinental Trust, company building Tho 
walls of the Baltimore and Ohio build 
Ing are also standing, but the penn­ 
sylvania railroad depot, across from 
Calvert street, is razed. 
Only 
the 
walls remain of the once stately P r u n ­ 
able building. 
Only one wall is left 
of the National hotel at Holliday and 
Fayette streets. 
No buildings are left 
standing as far as the eye can see 
down Baltimore street from this point. 
All along South Gay street there Is 
the same picture of complete destruc­ 
tion. 
A broken sign and a tottering 
front wall show where the Maryland 
W. C. T. U. building once stood.

he misinterpreted auiT tho patient get 
a dangerous drug where a harmless 
one is intended. 
Plain English, the 
plainer the better/ifs usedTn all other 
kinds of business'Jbheu a man writes 
an order on the store. 
There should 
he no exceptions to this rule, when a 
physician is ordering from a druggist. 
'Tile patient would then have the satis­ 
faction of knowing what he was tak­ 
ing. and t here would he fur less chance 
of those fatal mistakes that sometimes 
oecur in the Ailing of prescriptions.

Throughout the terrible contest in 
which firemen and fire waged for su­ 
premacy, hum anity was handicapped 
by a gale which carried burning brands 
far over the heads of the workers and 
beyond the reach of the hundreds of 
stream* of w ater poured into the rag­ 
ing furnaces. 
But for the work of 
volunteers in seeking out and extin­ 
guishing these embers it is almost cer­ 
tain tho burned aera would have been 
twice larger than It is. 
About 75 
•q u arts, or 140 acres are in ashes, ex­ 
tending from Lexington street on the 
north to P ratt street on the south, 
from Liberty street on the west to 
Jones Falls on the east. 


Fire Losses Are Appalling. 
Insurances companies have opened 
tem porary offices 
in tho Lexington 
hotel, but their representatives decline 
to estim ate the loss. 
The answer of 
one Is typical to all:

Tho city was early placed under 
m artial law and thus all danger of 
looting was eliminated. 
General Cor­

w ere augmented by details from Phil­ 
adelphia and W ashington, resulted in

No one dares to guess what would

The struggle 
h as been with the one end of confin­ 
ing the fire west of the muddy little 
stream . 
That this effort was success­ 
ful was merely the result of the fire 
burning Itself out and coming in con 
tact In front with the concentrated 
labors of nearly a hundred fire com­ 
panies, aided by the powerful fire tug.
